Cum ber to move th a t the bill be rec­ 
ognized. Senator M cCumber explain­ 
ed th at he could not offer such a mo­ 
tion because there was a gentlem an's 
agreem ent th a t th e tariff bill would 
not be laid aside for controversial 
m easures w ithout advance notice be­ 
ing given.

Announcing his opposition to the

the measure.

N early every nation in 
the Old and New W orld w as repre­ 
sented a t the ceremony, which linked 
the dynasties of three B alkan coun­ 
tries, forming 
a 
powerful 
b arrier 
against future wars in this turb u len t 
part of Europe. 
The event probably 
will rem ain unm atched for a long 
tim e in Balkan annals for its political 
significance; 
the 
lavishness 
and 
beauty of its settings; the enthusi­ 
asm and fervor of the people; the pic­ 
turesqueness of the proceedings and 
the quaintness of the presents to th e 
bride and groom. 
The bridal gown was an antique 
creation of w hite crepe 
G eorgette, 
w ith long court train, embroidered^ 
in pure silver and crystals, and th e 
Princess wore over her tulle veil a 
show er of sclntallating gold strands. 
She was a picture of girlish beauty, 
dignity and grace as she was escort­ 
ed to the altar by her father, King 
Ferdinand of Rum ania.

UCH has been written abont Chief 
Joseph’s retreat which won for 
him the name of the Indian Xenophon. 
Little Wolf (Oh kum hkakit), chief of 
the northern Cheyennes, might well 
lay claim to that title, for in many re­ 
spects his dash for freedom was even 
more remarkable than that of the Nez 
Perce. 
More than 13,000 soldiers at one 
time or another tried to stop the flight 
of Little Wolf and his little band of 70 
men across the flat plains of Kansas. 
Nebraska and the Dakota*. 
’ There 
never was such another journey since 
the Greeks marched to the sea.' says 
George 
Bird 
Grinnell. 
the 
ablest 
chronicler of this splendid migration. 
When Little Wolf and his compan­ 
ion-in-arms, I>ull Knife, resolved, in 
defiance of the government, to lead 
their people back to Montana, their 
agent in Indian Territory tried to per­ 
suade them to stay one year more. 
However, the Cheyennes started and 
soldiers were sent after the fugitives. 
Within a week they had fought them 
five times, but failed to stop them. 
Then the whole available force of 
the United States army In the West 
was called Irto action and six lines of 
military barrier were thrown out to 
stop the fleeing Cheyennes, 
The last 
Une was far up In Montana, showing 
what the army thought of these hard- 
riding, hard-fighting warriors. 
Stopping to fight when they were at­ 
tacked, then going on after they had 
beaten off the soldiers, Little Uo»fs 
people kept on until they had cut 
through three of the military lines. 
Here Dull Knife and Little Wolf sep­ 
arated. Dull Knife was captured and 
imprisoned at Fort Robinson, but Lit­ 


tle Wolf kept ou until he reached the 
sand hills of Nebraska. The soldiers 
were unable to find him. 
Early in the spring he took up his 
journey again and his band finally 
camped on the Little Mirsouri river in 
Montana. He had reached his home­ 
land at last. Here he was discovered 
by Lieut. W. P. Clark, loved and re­ 
spected by 
all 
the Cheyennes 
as 
"White Hat,” their friend. 
Persuaded by Clark, Little Wolf 
went with him to Fort Keogh where 
he surrendered to General Miles. The 
general invited him to enlist as a scout 
and in spite of the hardships which 
he h ad , just passed through. Little 
Wolf 
accepted 
the 
invitation 
and 
proved a valuable ally against the 
hostile Sioux. Little Wolf was flnal- 
Iv settled on the Lame Deer reserva­ 
tion rod dlod Vovemher 14, 1004.
